Porter; secretary of the Canadiun As- 
Hocistion for the Prevention of ‘fuber- 
pulosis. Mayor Armstrong presided

\ Dr. Porter spoke eloquentiy for 
qabout an hour, @welling clearly and 
woncisely on moderh methods for the 
“reatment ana preyention of the 
‘spread of the disease. Some of the 


points brought out in» his address; 


showed that Alberta ts the only prov- 
‘thce in the: Bomifiion in © which ‘no 
steps have been taken so far toward 


the establishment ‘of sanitarié,” The, 


Saskatchewan government. has already 
taken steps in Sis direction, promising 
w grant of $25,000-if a similar amount 
is added by’ public #ubscription, At 
the present time’ there is a total of 
23 of these institutions in all the prov- 
{nces wih the exception of Alberta. 
The death rate in Ontario in three 
years has decreased from eleven peor 
cent to seven ‘per cent as a result cf 
the numerous sanitarfa scattered 
through the province, So well is Or- 
tario satisfied as to their absolute ne- 
cessity that an attempt fs now being 
made to establish one tn‘every county. 
Last year, in Alberta, nearly 200 died 
from consumption. Dr. Porter de- 
clared that one-third of all deaths be- 
tween the ages of 15 and 45 are eaused 
by consumption, , 
At'the closeof thé address a resolu- 
tion was passed, moved by A.’ F. Bw- 
ing, seconded ‘by Dr. Park, \president 
of the Alberta Medical association, 
that the meeting proceed toe organize 
a society for the purposes described 
and along the line indicated by’ Dr.
